Connection With Quebec Bridge 
Disaster 


Ottawa, Dec, 11+The debate on the 
address from the throne closed this 
afternoon somewhat abruptly. It was 
expected that there were to be two 
or three more amendments by the 
opposition, but evidently, the party 
could not agree about that, so the de- 
bate came to a speedy termination 
shortly after 5 o’clock this afternoon. 
The amendment of Mr, Barker on the 
Quebec bridge disaster was perhaps 
one of the weakest attacks yet made 
on the government since the debate 
opened. Mr. Barker not only was de- 
void of any information on the sub- 
ject beyond what was seen in_ the 
press, but he was confronted with the 
fact that hia party had supported 
without dissent, past legislation on 
the subject. This was well put by 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier and Mr. Fielding, 
Mr. Barker’s amendinent was defeated 
by a major of 46 and immediately 
afterwards the address was adopted 
on the same divisicu. 

Hon. W. 8. Fielding laid his esti- 
mates for the year on the tabl eof 
the house and the other business was 
proceeded with till ix o’clock when 
the house arose, 

McDonald's Bill. 

When the house met, Claude Me- 
Donald (Con,), South Toronto, intro- 
duced a bill to amend the Doininion 
Election act. By it he proposes tc 
bring about three changes: First, com- 
pulsory voting; second, providing for 
a general holiday on federal election 
day in order to give all classes equal 
opportunity to vote; third, the aboli- 
tion of the present provision which 
makes it necessary for a candidate to 
put up a deposit of $290. 

Mr, Graham, minister of railways, 
informed Mr. Ames that under the 
Statutes a prohibition zone had been 
created along the line of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific east of Winnipeg. It 
had oviginally extended twenty miles 
on either side of the railway, but had 
been reduced to five miles in Mani- 
toba and ten miles in Ontario on the 
strength of the representations made 
by the municipalities, the Rainy River 
board of trade and other public bodies. 

Cost of Cor.ference. 

Replying to a question by Mr. Fos- 
te?, the minister of finance said that 
the expenditures of the Canadian gov- 
ernnient in connection with the im- 
perial conference included an $8,000 
appropriation voted for the expense» 
of Sir Wilfrid Laurier. Sir Frederick 
Borden and Hon. L. P. Brodeur had 
each received $4,000 to cover their ex- 
penses while abroad. Mr, Foster was 
informed by the minister of railways 
that the total receipts of the Yukon 
telegraph eystem from March 31 to 
date have been $52,725, while the ex. 
penditures have been $136,118. Mr. 
McPherson, of Vaucouver, asked if the 
recent decision in the Supreme Court 
of Nova Scotia, that it was not an of- 
fence by Chinamen to enter Canada 
by evading the head tax and all that 
the government can do is to impose 
the tax of $500 a head after it has 
been brought to the attention of the 
government, also whether it was the 
intention of the government to amend 
the criminal code in such a manner 
as to make it a criminal offence to 
attempt to evade the act, The premier 
replied that as no record of the case 
is, as yet, in the hands of the govern- 
ment it would not be advisable to 
make a statement at present. Mr. R, 
L. Borden was informed ‘by the min- 
ister of railways, that Mr. Hodgins, 
district engineer, Kenora, had been 
dismissed because his services were 
unsatisfactory and an investigation 
had not been held because it had not 
been conosidered necessary. 

Quebec Bridge Disaster. 

Mr. Baker, Hamilton,on the resump- 
tion of the debate on the address, en- 
tered into a criticism of the govern- 
ment’s connection with the Quebec 
Bridge Co. He argued the government 
had agreed to guarantee the bonds of 
the company in 1903 at a time when 
the company was practically —bank- 
rupt and that Mr. Parent had been 
able to make good bargains with the 
government owing to his frien Iship 
with Sir Wilfrid Laurier. Mr. Baker 
said that as the government had in- 
sisted on making the bridge an imn- 
portant link in the transcontinental 
railway, it should have been very 
careful to see the ridge was properly 
constructed, Mr. Baker criticized the 
government for putting an agreement 
through both houses during the clos- 
ing days of the session of 1903. He 
concluded by moving an amendment 
expressing regret at the negligence 
and unbusiness-like procedure of the 
overnment and censurinig the admin- 
istration for not having provided for 
proper supervision, which would have 

revented such a deplorable loss of 
ife. 

Hon. W. 8. Fielding, in reply, said 
the Conservatives had not objected to 
the agreement to any extent when the 
matter was before the house, He took 
the ground that it was not fair to) 
attempt to fix the responsibility for 
the disaster until the commissioners 
who are now making an enquiry into 
the matter have made their report. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier, who also spoke 
expressed similar views and defended 
Hon. 8. N. Parent, president of the| 
bridge company, with vigor. He point-| 
ed out that the members of the bridge | 
company are all business men of high 
repute, the majority being Conserva- 
tives. Mr. Parent had often 
attacked, but never with success 
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Barker’s amendment was then voted 
down and the motion accepted, 

Mr. Fielding announced that he 
would not deliver his budget speech 
until after the Christmas holidays.

Under 
the terms of the Judgment the com 
pany was found guilty of violating 
the anti-trust laws, and assessed 
penalties aggregating $1,690,000 and 
debarred from doing business in 
Texas. 


REDUCTION OF FREIGHT 
ON LOW GRADE WHEAT 


Discussed in the Senate—Perley Want. 
ed Government to Arrange With 
Railways For Reduction in Freight 
Tariffs, 


Tn the Senate today, Senator Per- 


ley asked if the government would not 
make arrangements with the western 
railroads to reduce the freight charge: 
on inferior grades cf wheat at least 
to half the present rates, adducing a: 
a reason the large amount of low 
grade wheat in the west, and the faci 
that the railroads have all been 
heavily bonused. There was a pre 
cedent a few years ago in Nova 
Scotia, when the hay crop failed. The 
government then arranged to have th: 
hay hauled free for the farmers, 

Hon. Mr. Scott replied that parlia 
ment bad taken all control of railway 
rates from the government and giver 
it to the railway commission, and th« 
western railroads could be approachec 
only through the commission. In the

it had been.
